Under the structure adopted, 
a present bi-monthly bill of 
$2.50 will be increased to $2.75. 
A bill of $3.70 will jump to 
$4.15; $4.70 to $5.55, and $5.70 
to $6.95. 

Increases will start at 10 per 
cent for small consumers, in¬ 
crease to 24.6 per cent for me¬ 
dium users, and then decline to 
10 per cent for very heavy and 
commercial users.
